Claims 1-14 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the method to 
determine the prosperities of the sediment body from a measurement of the layered grain size distribution and deposit thickness with 
step for determining die flow prosperities of the water and exu^polating the flow prosperides back to die inlet of the depositing fluid 
flow widi steps to model and exu^olate the flow properties of the deposited sediment in order to determine the properties with the 
sediment body and determine the grain size distribution at each point widiin the body. 



Claims 1-14 meet die criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus provide die sediment deposit model widi industrial applicability 
because the subject matter claimed can be made or used in industry. 
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
